•■tar From Cora Stalks. 
A Pennsylvania farmer who 

has been experimenting for some 
time, has made a discovery which 
means great things for the farm- 
ers of the future. It is simply 
this that that the removal of the 
ears from field com as soon ' as 
the silk appears seems to change 
the nature of the plant, and 
turns its energies into the pro- 
duction of sugar, which other 
wise go to produce grain. 

At the St. Louis World's Fair 
last summer he set up a plant 
and successfully manufactured 
sugar from these plants from 
wiiich the ears had been remov- 
ed. The facts in the report of 
the venture are as follows: A 
ton of stalks produced 106 pounds 
of liigli '_'rado sugar, and '2a 
pounds of low grade. An acre 
of ground wilL yield twenty tons 
of stalks, so at least a ton of 
j sugar can be produced to the 
I acre, and the cost of manufact- 
iiic is not more than two cciifs 
I per pouud. After the sugar is 
extracted, the cornstalks make 

Ian cNcfdleiit paper stock, and 
will largely cover the expense of 
manufacturing the sugar.
